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9. The electronic releasing device of claim 8, wherein the chassis grounds of the 
integrated circuit are brought out at more than one connection point. 

1 0. The electronic releasing device of claim 8, wherein the ignition time steps and the 
fuse addresses are stored in a memory in the integrated circuit. 

1 1 . The electronic releasing device of claim 8, wherein the fuse addresses are dispose 
din a programming field on the printed circuit board in the form of a predetermined pattem of 
connections of the conductor tracks to the terminals of the integrated circuit. 


12. The electronic releasing device of claim 11, wherein the fuse addresses are 
indicated in each case by means of a marking on the printed circuit board. 

1 3 . The electronic releasing device of claim 8, wherein the meander-shaped conductor 
track course on the printed circuit board represents a filter for combating high frequencies and, 
consequently, a protection for the electronic components. 

14. The electronic releasing device of claim 8, wherein at least one protective and fuse 
resistor is soldered on by means
